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The  Presbyterian    Hospital 
and  the  Progress  of  Medicine 
1883-1944* 
Ernest  E.  Irons,  M.D. 

This  year  marks  the  Goth  anniversary  of  the  founding  of  the  Presbyterian 
Hospital  of  the  City  of  Chicago,  the  40th  anniversary  of  the  establishment  of  the 
Presbyterian  Hospital  School  of  Nursing,  and  the  completion  of  a  century  since 
the  first  class  entered  Rush  Medical  College. 

The  past  hundred  years  is  a  period  of  great  significance  in  medical  history. 
In  reviewing  the  progress  of  Presbyterian  Hospital  from  1883  to  1943,  one  meets 
the  names  of  an  array  of  doctors  who  have  helped  to  make  medical  history.  As 
a  record  of  world  medical  progress,  this  survey  is  far  from  complete  and,  indeed, 
may  have  unintentionally  overlooked  historically  important  achievements  of  the 
staff,  but  it  will  emphasize  some  of  the  contributions  made  by  the  staff  of 
Presbyterian  Hospital. 

The  character  of  work  of  the  Hospital  has  been  conditioned  by  that  carried 
on  in  the  affiliated  organizations  of  Rush  Medical  College,  Central  Free  Dispens- 
ary, and  the  McCormick  Institute  for  Infectious  Diseases.  Throughout  these  sixty 
years  the  activities  of  the  staff  have  been  so  intimately  connected  with  those  of 
adjacent  and  affiliated  institutions  that  even  the  briefest  survey  must  include  some 
allusion  to  the  history,  medical  problems,  and  personalities  related  to  each. 

The  Hospital  was  begun  by  Rush  Medical  College  and  shortly  after  was 
taken  over  by  a  board  organized  under  the  auspices  of  the  Presbyterian  Church 
and  the  leadership  of  Joseph  P.  Ross.** 

In  the  '8o's  the  tempo  of  scientific  research  and  medical  advance  was  increasing, 
stimulated  by  the  growth  of  pathology  and  by  beginnings  of  clinical  bacteriology. 
The  discoveries  of  Pasteur  (1822-1895)  and  of  Koch  (1843-1910)  had  demonstrated 
what  had  long  been  suspected  and  indeed  held  by  some  for  many  years  —  that 
certain  diseases  were  caused  by  living  organisms  invisible  to  the  unaided  eye. 

The  pneumococcus  was  described  by  Sternberg  in  1880  and  later  demonstrated 
by  Fraenkel  (1883),  the  tubercle  bacillus  by  Koch  in  1882,  the  typhoid  bacillus 
in  1880  by  Eberth,  and  the  streptococcus  of  erysipelas  by  Fehleisen  in  1883,  to 
mention  but  a  few. 

In  this  decade  also,  Theobald  Smith  demonstrated  a  piroplasma  as  the  cause 
of  Texas  fever  in  cattle  and,  more  important,  showed  that  it  was  transmitted  by

From  their  efforts  came  the  establishment  of  the  Cook  County 
Hospital.— A.  T.  Andreas,  History  of  Chicago,  Andreas  Pub.  Co.,  Chicago,   1885.    Vol.  II,  p.  535. 
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an  animal  vector,  the  cattle  tick.  This  opened  the  way  for  the  later  discovery 
of  modes  of  transmission  of  the  parasite  of  malaria  and  still  later  of  the  causes 
and  mechanisms  of  transmission  of  yellow  fever  and  other  virus  diseases. 

The  beginning  of  Presbyterian  Hospital  was  thus  coincident  with  the  begin- 
nings of  bacteriology,  and  much  of  the  work  of  staff  and  hospital  of  the  next 
twenty  years  was  related  to  problems  of  disease  which  were  concerned  with  micro- 
organisms and  infections.  In  surgery  the  antiseptic  technique  of  Lister,  with 
carbolic  spray,  gave  place  to  the  aseptic  surgery  of  our  own  time. 

The  second  decade  of  the  Hospital  was  coincident  with  the  extension  of  the 
clinical  application  of  the  new  knowledge  of  the  microscopic  causes  of  disease. 
Typhoid  fever  was  now  recognized  as  an  infectious  disease  caused  by  the  typhoid 
bacillus;  its  relation  to  infected  water,  milk,  and  food  supplies  and  to  human 
carriers  was  more  fully  demonstrated  in  the  following  ten  years.  Behring,  in 
Koch's  laboratory,  prepared  diphtheria  antitoxin  from  the  serum  of  animals 
immunized  by  injections  of  toxin  of  the  diphtheria  bacillus,  and  this  life-saving 
remedy  began  to  be  used  for  patients  in  1894-95. 

Perhaps  the  two  outstanding  advances  of  the  next  decade  (1900-1910)  were 
the  application  of  biological  chemistry  to  clinical  medicine  and  the  introduction 
of  the  x-ray,  discovered  by  Roentgen  in  1893,  in  diagnosis  and  treatment  of 
disease.  The  fluoroscope  and  x-ray  film  have  improved  the  treatment  of  fractures 
and  the  diagnosis  of  diseases  of  the  lungs,  gastro-intestinal  tract,  and  other  organs 
of  the  body. 

These  are  a  few  of  the  great  medical  discoveries  made  during  the  earlier  years 
of  growth  of  the  Presbyterian  Hospital,  by  which  each  succeeding  generation  of 
the  staff  was  able  to  improve  the  treatment  of  the  sick  and  injured.  Many  of  the 
staff  have  themselves  made  contributions  to  the  fund  of  information  which  has 
accumulated  throughout  the  medical  world.  The  more  recent  discoveries  in 
medicine,  such  as  the  efficacy  of  sulfonamide  drugs  in  pneumonia  and  other 
infectious  diseases,  and  the  life-saving  procedures  of  transfusion  of  blood  and 
blood  plasma  in  shock  and  hemorrhage  have  revolutionized  the  treatment  of 
these  conditions. 

The  progress  of  the  Hospital  as  an  educational  unit  has  always  been  intimately 
connected  with  that  of  Rush  Medical  College.  Rush  was  chartered  by  the  state 
of  Illinois  in  1837,  a  day  or  so  before  the  City  of  Chicago,  and  maintained  an 
undergraduate  medical  school  from  1843,  when  the  first  class  entered,  until  1942. 

For  most  of  the  first  twenty  years,  the  nursing  service  in  the  Hospital  was 
furnished  by  the  Illinois  Training  School  for  Nurses.  In  1903  the  Hospital  estab- 
lished its  own  school,  under  the  direction  of  Miss  M.  Helena  McMillan,  who 
retired  in  1938.  Under  her  able  administration  the  school  quickly  attained  a  high 
standing  in  the  nursing  world,  and  the  graduates  of  the  past  forty  years  have 
become  leaders  in  the  many  phases  of  nursing  service  all  over  the  world. 

Rush  Medical  College  maintained  a  nominal  relation  with  Lake  Forest  College 
for  a  number  of  years,  but  in  1898,  through  the  efforts  of  Dr.  Frank  Billings, 
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it  was  affiliated  with  the  University  of  Chicago.  The  first  two  years  of  the  medical 
course  were  transferred  to  the  University.  Clinical  teaching  of  the  students  of 
third  and  fourth  years  was  expanded  by  their  instruction  in  the  Hospital.  This 
relation  continued  until  1924,  when  Rush  became  an  integral  part  of  the  Uni- 
versity, with  the  hope  that  in  some  way  the  entire  medical  teaching  and  hospital 
plants  might  be  unified.  The  desire  of  the  University  to  have  its  own  medical 
school  on  the  campus  and  the  wish  of  the  Presbyterian  Board  of  Managers  to 
continue  the  service  of  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  to  the  sick  poor  on  the  West 
Side  were  among  the  factors  which  led  to  the  decision  of  the  University  in  1940 
to  discontinue  teaching  at  Rush,  and  to  the  separation  of  Rush  from  the  Univer- 
sity, with  termination  of  the  Hospital-University  contract.  The  Rush  Medical 
College  Board  has  been  reconstituted  and  has  leased  its  re-acquired  facilities  to 
the  Hospital.  A  teaching  affiliation  has  been  established  with  the  University  of 
Illinois,  and  the  Central  Free  Dispensary  has  been  taken  over  by  the  Hospital. 
The  faculty  of  Rush  has  been  joined  to  the  medical  faculty  of  the  University  of 
Illinois. 

The  Central  Free  Dispensary,  an  outgrowth  of  the  Brainard  Dispensary, 
founded  in  1867,  and  of  the  Herrick  Dispensary,  became  affiliated  with  Rush  in 
1873  and  occupied  space  in  the  college  building  erected  in  1875  and  later  in  the 
new  Rawson  Building.  The  Dispensary  was  staffed  by  the  faculty  of  the  College 
and  afforded  clinical  instruction  for  the  students  of  the  College.  It  is  now  operated 
as  the  outpatient  department  of  the  Presbyterian  Hospital. 

The  metabolism  laboratory,  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  R.  T.  Woodyatt,  was 
established  in  1909  as  a  research  division  of  Rush  Medical  College.  From  1911 
to  1927  its  work,  together  with  eight  beds  in  the  Hospital,  was  in  a  large  part 
supported  by  the  Otho  S.  A.  Sprague  Memorial  Institute.  Some  one  hundred 
original  papers  on  various  topics  relative  to  metabolic  diseases,  chiefly  diabetes, 
have  come  from  this  laboratory.  With  the  discovery  of  insulin  by  Banting  and 
his  associates  in  Toronto  in  1921,  the  treatment  of  diabetes,  previously  chiefly 
dietetic,  was  greatly  modified  and  the  life  expectancy  and  usefulness  of  the  dia- 
betic patient  greatly  extended.  The  respiration  laboratory,  in  which  the  basal 
metabolic  rate  is  measured,  was  also  developed  in  the  metabolism  section.  It  was 
turned  over  to  the  Hospital  in  1921,  the  first  such  laboratory  in  Chicago.  The 
dietetic  department,  originally  organized  to  carry  out  treatment  of  special  diseases 
such  as  diabetes  has  now  been  extended  to  cover  the  dietary  program  of  the 
Hosptial. 

The  John  McCormick  Institute  for  Infectious  Diseases,  earlier  known  as  the 
Memorial  Institute  for  Infectious  Diseases,  was  founded  in  1902  by  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Harold  F.  McCormick,  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Ludvig  Hektoen.  It  was 
originally  housed  in  the  first  floor  and  basement  of  the  laboratory  building  south 
of  Harrison  Street.  Later  the  Institute  built  its  own  laboratory  building  and  the 
Durand  Hospital  on  Wood  Street.  At  the  close  of  the  work  of  the  Institute  these 
buildings  were  taken  over  by  Cook  County  Hospital.  Here  in  the  Institute,  under

the  wise  tutelage  of  Dr.  Hektoen,  much  of  the  fundamental  work  which  was  to 
advance  knowledge  of  infectious  diseases  was  carried  on,  and  younger  men  re- 
ceived their  training  and  made  contributions  to  knowledge.  Drs.  George  Weaver, 
G.  F.  Ruediger,  Edward  Rosenow,  Ruth  Tunnicliff,  Alice  Hamilton,  who  had 
already  begun  her  studies  on  industrial  preventive  medicine,  and  Evarts  Graham, 
who  later  developed  the  Graham-Cole  method  of  visualizing  the  gall-bladder,  were 
among  those  who  worked  here  in  the  early  days.  Here  also  Drs.  George  and 
Gladys  Dick  did  their  work  on  scarlet  fever  and  developed  methods  of  diagnosis 
and  immunization  against  this  disease.  Dr.  Hektoen  himself  made  notable  contri- 
butions to  fundamental  knowledge  of  agglutinins  and  precipitins  and  particularly 
to  their  application  to  forensic  medicine  and  in  the  transfusion  of  blood. 

When  Rush  became  affiliated  with  the  University  of  Chicago  in  1898,  through 
the  efforts  of  President  William  Rainey  Harper  and  Dr.  Frank  Billings,  the  Rush 
library  was  established,  first  in  the  upper  floor  of  the  Dental  building  south  of 
Harrison  Street;  later  it  was  moved  to  the  old  Rush  Building,  on  the  present  site 
of  the  Rawson  Building.  Miss  Catherine  A.  MacAuliff  served  as  librarian  until 
her  death  in  1939.  The  library  was  originally  planned  as  a  student  reference 
library,  but  as  the  years  passed  it  received  libraries  of  physicians  and  others,  with 
a  notable  increase  in  old  and  rare  books.  Of  great  importance  was  the  Fenger 
collection,  part  of  which  came  to  Rush  and  part  to  the  Crerar  Library. 

The  library  has  also  become  the  repository  of  a  number  of  manuscripts  and 
objects  of  historical  importance,  and  of  portraits  of  former  faculty  members. 
Three  portraits  by  Healy,  of  Daniel  Brainard  and  DeLaskie  Miller,  and  of 
William  Spencer,  a  trustee,  deserve  special  mention.  This  library,  owned  by  Rush 
Medical  College  and  supported  under  contract  by  the  Hospital,  is  a  precious  link 
of  the  past  to  the  present  and  a  living  stimulus  to  the  achievement  of  quality  for 
the  future.   It  must  be  encouraged  and  perpetuated. 

During  the  past  century  Rush  has  graduated  10,976  physicians  who  have 
helped  to  carry  medical  care  of  the  sick  all  over  the  world.  Numbers  of  these 
graduates  have  become  teachers  in  medical  schools  and  have  occupied  other 
prominent  positions  in  their  communities. 

Many  great  medical  names  come  to  mind  in  review  of  the  staff  of  the  Hospital 
and  College.  It  is  possible  to  mention  only  a  few— J.  Adams  Allen,  Moses  Gunn, 
Henry  M.  Lyman,  DeLaskie  Miller,  James  H.  Etheridge,  Edward  L.  Holmes, 
Charles  T.  Parkes,  Ferdinand  C.  Hotz,  James  Nevins  Hyde,  Norman  Bridge, 
H.  B.  Stehman,  who  was  superintendent  of  the  Hospital  for  many  years,  Walter 
S.  Haines,  teacher  and  kindly  mentor  of  students  for  fifty  years,  Nicolas  Senn, 
surgeon  and  world  traveler,  D.  W.  Graham,  practical  surgeon  and  teacher,  Dean 
Lewis,  fine  surgeon  and  instructor,  Arthur  Dean  Bevan,  exponent  of  careful 
surgery  and  hospital  benefactor,  and  Clarence  W.  Webster,  who  established  the 
obstetrics  and  gynecology  of  the  hospital  on  a  firm  modern  basis. 

Christian  Fenger,  surgeon  and  pathologist,  recognized  as  the  father  of  pathol- 
ogy in  Chicago,  furnished  perhaps  the  greatest  scientific  stimulus  at  a  time  when 
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medicine  as  we  know  it  was  just  beginning  to  grow.  His  life  and  contributions 
to  medicine  have  been  summarized  by  Dr.  Hektoen  and  by  Dr.  Herrick.* 

Edwin  R.  LeCount,  for  many  years  in  charge  of  teaching  of  pathology  in  the 
College  and  Hospital,  was  the  apostle  of  hard  work,  exactness,  and  objectiveness, 
an  exponent  of  the  best  in  gross  and  microscopic  pathology.  He  planned  the 
Norman  Bridge  pathological  laboratory  in  the  Rawson  Building.  He  made  not- 
able contributions,  among  which  were  observations  on  the  pathology  of  influenza 
and  on  injuries  of  the  head,  based  on  a  wide  experience  as  coroner's  physician. 
He  was  regarded  as  a  hard  taskmaster  by  the  students,  and  only  a  few  appreciated 
at  the  time  what  they  were  receiving.  In  later  years  they  came  to  understand  the 
lasting  effect  of  Dr.  LeCount's  teaching.  A  number  are  now  among  the  leaders  in 
pathology  throughout  this  country. 

In  the  late  'go's  and  early  1900's  E.  Fletcher  Ingals  and  his  associate  Stanton 
A.  Friedberg,  Sr.,  developed  methods  of  bronchoscopy,  which  had  been  recently 
introduced  by  Killian,  and  for  the  next  few  years  used  almost  exclusively  for 
removal  of  foreign  bodies  aspirated  into  the  lungs.  Slightly  earlier  Truman  W. 
Brophy  had  devised  his  method  of  closure  of  cleft  palate. 

William  T.  Belfield  on  his  return  from  Germany  in  1883  first  demonstrated 
in  Chicago  the  tubercle  bacillus.  He  is  said  also  to  have  performed  the  first 
prostatectomy  in  America. 

Peter  Bassoe  published,  in  1919,  the  first  report  in  North  America  on  epidemic 
encephalitis,  based  on  investigations  carried  on  in  the  Presbyterian  Hospital. 
Earlier  he  had  made  extensive  studies,  under  the  Sprague  Foundation,  of  caisson 
disease  seen  in  workers  too  suddenly  released  from  increased  atmospheric  pressure 
in  underground  construction.  The  reverse  of  this  trouble  is  now  encountered  in 
aviators  who  rise  rapidly  to  high  altitudes.  Theodore  Roberg,  while  serving  his 
internship  under  Dr.  Senn,  made  some  of  the  early  observations  on  fat  necrosis, 
encountered  in  certain  diseases  of  the  pancreas. 

In  1923  Arno  B.  Luckhardt  proposed  ethylene  for  gas  anesthesia,  and  its 
clinical  use  was  first  demonstrated  in  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  under  Drs.  Bevan, 
Dean  Lewis,  and  Isabella  Herb. 

Carl  W.  Apfelbach,  whose  recent  death  we  mourn,  did  outstanding  work 
in  the  study  and  recognition  of  aspiration  pneumonia.  His  long  training  under 
Dr.  LeCount  fitted  him  as  a  critical  investigator  and  teacher  in  the  department 
of  pathology,  in  which  he  followed  Dr.  LeCount  as  head.  He  had  an  unusually 
clear  vision  of  the  relation  of  the  Hospital  to  medical  teaching,  and  it  was  largely 
due  to  his  planning  as  Medical  Director  that  the  present  reorganization  of  hos- 
pital work  was  accomplished. 

Of  the  great  triumvirate  of  teachers  and  investigators  in  medicine  of  the  past

James  B.  Herrick,  "Fenger  as  I  Knew  Him,  1885  to  1902;  a  Study  in  Personality."  Proceedings  Institute

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four  decades,  Frank  Billings  made  extensive  studies  in  focal  infection  and  arthri- 
tis; Bertram  W.  Sippy  developed  a  rational  treatment  of  ulcer  of  the  stomach; 
and  James  B.  Herrick,  still  active  and  with  us,  has  become  world  famous  for  his 
studies  on  coronary  occlusion  and  diseases  of  the  heart. 

Other  more  recent  medical  investigations,  chiefly  by  younger  and  active  staff 
members,  have  included  substantial  studies  by  members  of  the  surgical  staff  on 
the  direction  and  spread  of  metastases  in  cancer,  which  will  aid  in  its  more 
effective  treatment,  and  on  problems  of  treatment  of  vascular  diseases. 

In  arthritis  and  in  certain  diseases  of  the  eye  (iridocyclitis)  experimental  and 
clinical  studies  by  members  of  the  staff  have  furthered  knowledge  of  their  mechan- 
ism of  production  and  have  contributed  to  the  reduction  of  disability  resulting 
from  them. 

The  obstetrical  department  has  established  an  enviable  record  in  reduction 
of  maternal  and  infant  mortality,  and  the  department  of  pediatrics  has  done 
outstanding  work  especially  in  the  organization  and  operation  of  the  nursery  and 
of  the  milk  laboratory.  In  urology,  members  of  the  department  have  made  notable 
contributions  to  the  treatment  of  prostatic  obstruction. 

The  x-ray  department  has  seen  the  growth  of  x-ray  from  its  inception,  and 
from  a  beginning  in  a  small  room  on  the  fifth  floor  of  the  old  Ross-Hamill  build- 
ing the  department  has  grown  steadily,  so  that  in  addition  to  excellent  diagnostic 
equipment,  it  has  also  a  therapeutic  section  with  deep  therapy  machines  and 
adequate  radium.  With  new  equipment  and  the  enlarged  quarters  now  under 
construction,  its  work  will  be  greatly  facilitated.  In  addition  to  scientific  and 
clinical  studies  of  its  own,  this  department  daily  contributes  enormously  to  the 
effectiveness  of  the  work  of  physicians  in  other  departments,  without  which  they 
could  not  carry  on. 

Any  recital  of  the  achievements  of  the  Hospital  in  relation  to  the  progress 
of  medicine,  no  matter  how  brief,  must  include  appreciative  recognition  of  the 
service  of  members  of  the  Board  of  Managers  in  making  possible  by  wise  guidance 
and  financial  support  the  continuation  of  its  work.  The  last  four  decades  have 
been  marked  by  the  long  and  devoted  service  of  Albert  M.  Day,  who,  following 
his  retirement  from  business,  undertook  an  additional  twenty  years  of  service  to 
the  hospital,  of  Frank  Shaw,  of  A.  T.  Carton,  wise  and  understanding  leader,  of 
John  McKinlay,  who  carried  through  negotiations  difficult  and  complex,  and 
finally  of  C.  B.  Goodspeed,  the  present  guide  of  hospital  progress. 

The  Woman's  Board  was  organized  in  1883.  Mrs.  D.  W.  Graham,  a  charter 
member  and  Honorary  President,  still  maintains  an  active  part  in  the  manifold 
activities  of  the  Board.  This  Board  has  rendered  great  service  to  the  Hospital, 
especially  in  the  initiation  and  carrying  through  to  permanent  status  things  that 
couldn't  be  done.  Besides  the  usual  activities  of  women's  boards  in  collecting  and 
furnishing  hospital  supplies  such  as  linen,  jellies,  and  room  furnishings,  this  Board 
has  a  number  of  firsts  to  its  credit,  including  the  establishment  of  the  Hospital 
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library,  together  with  a  branch  of  the  Chicago  Public  Library,  and  the  support 
of  a  full-time  librarian;  the  establishment  of  the  social  service  department  and  for 
years  the  financial  support  of  its  personnel;  the  establishment  of  the  department 
of  occupational  therapy;  and  the  endowment  of  free  beds  for  children,  through 
the  Child's  Free  Bed  Fund  and  other  receipts.  The  funds  contributed  by  the 
Woman's  Board  to  the  Hospital  in  this  period  total  $815,000. 

The  long  and  successful  incumbency  of  Dr.  H.  B.  Stehman  as  superintendent 
of  the  Hospital  was  followed  by  an  interim  of  trial  of  successive  but  unsuited 
superintendents,  until  Asa  S.  Bacon,  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Day,  entered  on 
his  devoted  service,  during  which  he  rose  to  well-merited  recognition  among  hos- 
pital administrators.  His  health  and  advancing  years  finally  required  his  retire- 
ment in  1940,  and  he  is  now  Superintendent  Emeritus.  The  present  Superintend- 
ent, Herman  Hensel,  after  a  long  apprenticeship  under  Mr.  Bacon,  has  now 
undertaken  the  administration  of  Hospital  activities,  in  collaboration  with  the 
Medical  Director,  Dr.  William  G.  Hibbs. 

The  future  program  envisages  the  continuation  of  teaching  of  undergraduate 
students  of  the  University  of  Illinois  in  the  wards  of  the  Hospital.  In  maintaining 
an  active  teaching  program,  with  undergraduate  students  serving  clinical  clerk- 
ships in  its  wards,  the  hospital  makes  an  invaluable  contribution  to  medical 
education  and  at  the  same  time  assures  itself  of  high  quality  performance  in  the 
care  of  the  sick.  Laboratories  for  investigation  of  disease  are  being  established  in 
the  Rawson  Building.  The  modest  endowment  fund  of  Rush  Medical  College  will 
be  used  in  the  furtherance  of  graduate  fellowships  and  research,  and  this  program 
will  be  increased  as  additional  funds  permit.  These  opportunities  for  young  men 
to  receive  additional  medical  training  will  be  in  great  demand  at  the  close  of  the 
war,  and  adequate  arrangements  must  be  made  in  advance.  While  almost  half  of 
our  staff  is  now  on  duty  with  military  forces,  a  limited  number  of  research  projects 
are  under  way. 

Acceleration  of  the  rate  of  medical  progress  has  been  so  rapid  in  the  past  ten 
years,  as  illustrated  by  the  discovery  of  sulfonamide  drugs  and  penicillin  in 
infectious  diseases,  the  recognition  of  the  causes  of  diseases  arising  from  deficient 
diets,  the  wide  field  of  illnesses  due  to  ultra-microscopic  organisms  or  viruses,  as 
well  as  problems  of  disturbance  of  function  of  glands  of  internal  secretion,  that 
there  is  a  wealth  of  opportunity  for  the  inquiring  medical  mind.  The  prosecution 
of  investigation  and  the  continuation  of  teaching  are  absolutely  essential  to  best 
service  to  the  patient  and  to  the  continued  growth  and  welfare  of  the  Hospital. 

Over  the  years  differences  of  opinion  as  to  policy  and  methods  of  procedure 
are  bound  to  arise  in  a  group  of  medical  men  of  the  individuality  and  force  of 
character  of  those  who  have  constituted  the  staff  of  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  and 
Rush  Medical  College.  But  in  the  end  these  difficulties  have  been  adjusted  by 
the  application  of  the  dictum  of  the  Three  Musketeers  —  "One  for  all  and  all 
for  one." 
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When  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  celebrated  the  6oth  anniversary  of  its  charter 
last  fall,  with  formal  observance  at  a  reception  on  November  6,  1943,  it  pro- 
claimed with  just  pride  its  growth  and  its  contributions  to  public  health  and 
welfare.  Throughout  these  many  years  it  has  emphasized  and  encouraged  the 
quest  for  new  knowledge  in  the  science  of  healing;  it  has  taught  the  principles 
of  medicine;  and  it  has  always  endeavored  to  keep  on  a  high  plane  the  service 
to  patients,  rich  and  poor  alike.

Receipts  exceeded  expenditures  by  $2,786.24;  but  no  reserve  for  depreciation 
of  buildings  is  included  in  expenses,  the  hospital  being  dependent  upon  special 
contributions  for  major  repairs  and  improvements. 

At  the  close  of  1943  the  principal  of  the  Endowment  Fund  amounted  to 
$4,406,374.94.  The  following  additions  to  this  fund  were  received  during  the 
year:

In  addition  to  bequests  and  gifts  to  the  Endowment  Fund  and  the  contribu- 
tions to  operating  expenses,  contributions  amounting  to  $16,362.41  were  received 
for  study  and  research  by  members  of  the  staff  and  for  other  special  purposes. 
An  additional  $16,369.55  was  received  as  income  on  endowments  for  specific 
purposes. 

The  total  financial  contribution  of  the  Woman's  Board  for  the  year  amounted 
to  $35,530.32,  of  which  $20,000  was  for  the  new  Maternity  Endowment  Fund  and 
$15,530.32  for  other  charitable  work  and  operating  expenses. 

The  death  in  June,  1943,  of  Dr.  Carl  Apfelbach,  medical  director,  was  a  great 
loss  to  the  hospital  and  a  great  personal  loss  to  those  who  were  associated  with 
him.  Although  he  actually  held  the  position  for  but  a  short  time,  Dr.  Apfelbach 
did  so  much  for  the  hospital  that  his  principles  and  personality  have  left  an 
impression  upon  the  present  staff  which  will  not  soon  be  forgotten. 

On  August  1  Dr.  William  G.  Hibbs  was  appointed  his  successor.  A  graduate 
of  Rush  Medical  College  in  1919,  Dr.  Hibbs  served  an  internship  at  Presbyterian 
Hospital  and  has  been  associated  with  the  hospital  since  that  time.  As  medical 
director  he  has  continued  a  progressive  program  of  medical  practise  and  instruc- 
tion. 

PRESBYTERIAN  HOSPITAL  AND  THE  WAR 

The  war  has  taken  its  toll.  General  Hospital  13,  manned  predominantly  by 
the  doctors  and  nurses  of  Presbyterian  Hospital,  has  been  in  Australia  and  is  now 
in  New  Guinea,  having  left  the  United  States  in  January,  1944.  Of  108  active 
staff  members,  44  are  with  the  military  forces.  During  the  year  27  graduate  nurses 
from  the  hospital  entered  the  armed  forces,  and  others  have  joined  in  1944.  It  is 
with  pride  and  satisfaction  that  we  note  that  many  doctors  and  nurses  who 
received  their  education  and  experience  at  Presbyterian  Hospital  are  now  ac- 
complishing such  important  work  on  the  broad  battlefields  of  this  world  war. 

Highest  tribute  is  due  the  doctors  of  the  staff  and  out-patient  department  who, 
with  ever-increasing  demands  upon  their  time,  are  giving  many  extra  hours  in 
order  to  continue  the  standard  of  service  for  all  patients.  A  few  temporary 
appointments,  for  the  duration  of  the  war,  have  been  made  at  the  request  of  the 
heads  of  departments.  To  the  nurses  also  go  deep  appreciation;  an  average  of 
100  general  duty  nurses  in  pre-war  days  has  been  reduced  to  about  35. 

During  the  year  1943  the  occupancy  of  the  hospital  averaged  84.81%,  as  com- 
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pared  with  81.16%  in  1942,  resulting  in  frequent  waiting  lists  for  beds.  The 
factors  contributing  to  the  high  occupancy  include  centralization  of  patients  by 
doctors  through  hospitalization;  a  greater  number  of  families  in  which  all 
members  were  employed;  lack  of  available  home  nursing  care,  and  the  increasing 
number  of  people  covered  by  hospital  insurance.  135,895  patient  days  of  care 
were  given,  an  increase  of  5,847  over  1942.  The  12,984  admittances  in  1943 
included  10,470  adults,  1,200  children,  and  1,314  newborns. 

REMODELING  AND  ALTERATIONS 

Proposed  alterations  have  been  completed  in  some  departments  arid  are  pro- 
ceeding in  others  as  rapidly  as  conditions  will  permit. 

A  cafeteria,  opened  November  1,  provides  not  only  food  but  also  the  good 
personnel  relationship  which  results  when  attending  men,  residents,  interns,  head 
nurses,  general  duty  nurses,  other  employes,  and  volunteers  are  able  to  mingle 
freely.  Visitors  too  are  served  here. 

The  Corwith  operating  room  has  been  transferred  to  a  new  location,  on  the 
sixth  floor  of  the  pavilion,  and  has  been  rebuilt  to  include  a  minor  gynecological 
operating  room,  separate  sterilizing  room,  and  strategically  located  anesthetizing 
room.  The  surgeons'  dressing  room  has  been  relocated  and  remodeled,  and  the 
work-room  of  the  general  operating  rooms  has  been  remodeled,  adding  much  to 
the  efficiency  of  the  nursing  service  and  to  the  comfort  of  patients. 
,  Structural  changes  in  the  kitchens  have  effected  more  efficient  and  better 
satisfied  personnel.  The  general  kitchen  is  now  soundproof  and  better  lighted 
and  ventilated.  Electric  refrigeration  has  replaced  the  old  brine  system.  New 
equipment  and  arrangement  have  added  much  to  convenience.  Separation  of 
services  of  ward  and  pavilion  patients  in  the  diet  kitchen  has  saved  much  time 
and  many  steps. 

A  new  electric  elevator  has  been  installed  near  the  main  entrance,  and  the 
receiving  room  and  ambulance  entrance  were  subsequently  changed. 

A  central  linen  supply  room  has  aided  in  speedy  distribution. 

The  enlargement  of  the  maternity  department  is  progressing  rapidly  and 
when  completed  will  add  fourteen  beds.  With  the  completion  of  that  work, 
remodeling  and  enlarging  of  the  x-ray  department  will  be  started. 

MANPOWER  SHORTAGE 

Obviously  the  problem  that  caused  more  than  a  little  concern  during  the  year 
was  the  manpower  shortage.  In  addition  to  the  losses  on  the  medical  and  nursing 
staffs,  in  the  ranks  of  the  housekeeping,  laundry,  maintenance,  dietary,  and 
clerical  departments  the  combination  of  selective  service  and  more  remunerative 
jobs  in  defense  plants  has  affected  the  stability  of  both  trained  and  untrained 
personnel.  The  good  percentage  of  long-time  employes  who  have  remained  has 
helped  to  make  the  situation  less  difficult. 

Volunteers  too  have  eased  the  personnel  problem  by  performing  outstanding 
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service.  Some  200  women  worked  32,800  hours  in  1943,  which  is  equivalent  to 
sixteen  women  working  full-time  throughout  the  year.  Volunteers  include  mem- 
bers of  the  Gray  Lady  Hospital  and  Recreation  Corps,  Nurses'  Aides,  and  Dieti- 
tians' Aides,  all  trained  by  the  Red  Cross;  members  of  the  American  Women's 
Voluntary  Service;  and  Hospital  Volunteers,  trained  by  the  hospital  for  specific 
duties  in  this  institution.  Since  last  September  a  full-time  director  of  volunteers 
has  supervised  the  activity  of  these  workers. 

The  period  of  internship  has  been  reduced  to  nine  months  in  compliance 
with  the  requirements  of  the  Office  of  Procurement  and  Assignment  of  the  War 
Manpower  Commission.  Under  the  quota  allotted  to  the  state  of  Illinois,  Pres- 
byterian Hospital  has  been  allowed  17  interns  and  13  residents.  The  hospital  has 
further  cooperated  by  adding  to  its  resident  staff  women  and  qualified  men 
physicians  who  have  been  rejected  from  military  service. 

Rationing  and  shortages  of  supplies  have  made  necessary  many  adjustments. 
To  cope  with  this  problem  department  heads  have  sought  to  buy  wisely,  to  sub- 
stitute wherever  possible,  and  to  preserve  and  to  use  all  available  supplies  With 
great  care. 

During  the  past  year  new  departments  have  been  opened.  A  personnel  director 
was  secured  in  January,  1943,  due  to  the  acuteness  of  the  labor  situation.  As  a 
convenience  to  patients,  visitors,  and  hospital  personnel  a  gift  shop  was  opened 
on  December  1,  1943,  under  the  sponsorship  of  the  Woman's  Board.  To  more 
effectively  check  and  care  for  the  health  of  employes  a  Health  Service  was  begun 
early  in  1944. 

CENTRAL  FREE  DISPENSARY 

Central  Free  Dispensary  continues  to  be  a  great  credit  to  Presbyterian  Hos- 
pital as  its  outpatient  department,  under  the  support  of  the  Board  of  Managers. 
During  this  period  of  many  opportunities  for  employment,  the  attendance 
dropped  from  118,862  in  1942  to  94,869  in  1943.  It  is  because  of  the  increase  in 
expense  that  the  total  deficit  was  increased  by  $11,000  in  1943.  The  cost  per 
clinic  visit  in  1943  averaged  $1.27. 

Despite  the  reduction  in  the  number  of  doctors,  the  quality  of  medical  care 
in  Central  Free  Dispensary  continued  at  a  high  level  for  those  eligible  for  admis- 
sion. All  new  patients  and  those  who  have  not  returned  to  the  Dispensary  during 
the  previous  six  months'  period  are  referred  to  the  central  examining  clinic, 
where  a  complete  physical  examination  is  made  and  necessary  laboratory  work 
is  done.  This  clinic  is  manned  by  two  full-time  doctors  and  a  medical  resident 
working  there  full-time.  All  patients  requiring  special  medical  services  are  re- 
ferred to  the  special  clinics  which  are  concerned  with  their  individual  problems. 

The  Staff  Clinic  was  created  to  give  group  care  to  those  patients  who  are 
above  the  financial  level  of  eligibility  for  the  Central  Free  Dispensary  and  below 
the  indefinite  financial  level  subscribed  to  by  private  physicians.  Its  purpose  is 
to  give  adequate  and  liberal  consultation  within  the  ability  of  the  patient  to  pay. 
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Further  development  of  this  program  will  of  necessity  be  conditioned  by  the 
results  of  the  study  of  its  relations  to  other  hospital  activities  and  the  wishes  of 
the  staff  after  observation  of  the  effects  of  the  program  on  medical  practise  in 
the  hospital. 

The  services  of  a  nurse  from  the  Visiting  Nurse  Association  at  Central  Free 
Dispensary  and  Presbyterian  Hospital  is  a  vital  contribution  to  the  excellent  care 
of  outpatients  and  discharged  hospital  patients.  During  1943  the  total  number 
of  patients  referred  to  V.N. A.  by  the  hospital  and  dispensary  reached  1,015,  an 
average  of  86  new  patients  monthly.  During  a  typical  month  last  year  747  visits 
were  made  by  visiting  nurses  to  210  patients. 

The  department  of  medical  photography  has  been  relocated  in  more  adequate 
quarters  in  the  Senn  Building.  Its  equipment  and  personnel  have  done  a  great 
deal  to  aid  the  medical  staff. 

The  blood  donor  bank  offers  a  very  real  contribution  to  the  care  of  hospital 
patients,  its  possibilities  having  been  greatly  augmented  by  the  experiences  of 
the  military  forces.  The  purpose  of  the  blood  bank  is  to  have  available  at  all 
times  the  various  constituents  of  the  blood.  Plasma,  serum,  or  red  blood  cells 
are  in  ready  access  for  all  emergency  needs,  at  a  cost  within  the  ability  of  the 
patient  to  pay,  so  that  there  is  no  unwarranted  demand  on  the  charitable  funds 
of  the  hospital. 

THE  SCHOOL  OF  NURSING 

With  the  introduction  of  the  cadet  nurse  program,  the  curriculum  of  the 
school  of  nursing  was  adjusted  to  comply  with  the  requirement  that  the  final  six- 
month  period  be  made  available  for  clinic  practise.  Of  the  254  students  now 
enrolled,  213  are  members  of  the  cadet  corps.  Conditions  have  been  very  crowded 
in  Sprague  Home,  making  it  impossible  to  admit  a  June  class,  but  it  is  hoped 
that  a  class  of  seventy  can  be  enrolled  in  the  fall.  During  the  year  the  Florence 
Nightingale  Chorus  was  revived  as  a  recreational  activity. 

An  important  factor  in  maintaining  the  high  standard  of  nursing  care  in  the 
hospital  has  been  the  excellent  aid  given  by  student  nurses,  who  have  conscien- 
tiously performed  services  formerly  done  by  graduate  nurses. 

PROGRAM  FOR  EDUCATION  AND  RESEARCH 

The  educational  and  research  program  of  Presbyterian  Hospital,  in  affiliation 
with  the  medical  school  of  the  University  of  Illinois,  presents  great  promise. 

The  integration  of  the  teaching  program,  which  since  the  opening  of  Presby- 
terian Hospital  had  been  carried  on  there  for  Rush  students,  with  the  teaching 
program  at  the  University  of  Illinois  Medical  School,  also  already  established, 
is  a  complex  problem  which  involves  questions  of  personnel,  finance,  and  edu- 
cational concepts.  This  integration  and  adjustment  is  further  complicated  by  the 
educational  restrictions  necessary  to  the  war  effort.  It  will  suffice  to  say  that 
satisfactory  progress  is  being  made. 
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Research  and  medical  leadership  is  probably  the  most  important  factor  in 
building  a  strong  staff  and  in  maintaining  the  reputation  Presbyterian  Hospital 
has  enjoyed  for  six  decades.  It  is  expected  that  every  one  concerned  with  this 
hospital  will  feel  himself  to  be  a  vital  factor  in  the  future  program  of  education 
and  research.  Plans  are  being  developed  to  promote  research  further  after  the 
war.  This  will  concern,  to  a  great  extent,  opportunities  for  young  men  who  will 
take  their  places  as  strong  members  of  the  future  staff  of  the  hospital.  The  fourth, 
fifth,  and  sixth  floors  of  the  Rawson  and  Senn  buildings  will  be  dedicated  to 
research  and  education.  The  first,  second,  and  third  floors  of  these  buildings  will 
house  the  administration,  library,  and  general  and  special  clinics  of  the  out- 
patient department. 

The  hospital  already  has  possible  opportunities  to  support  research  men  by 
the  income  derived  from  the  care  of  patients.  Income  from  endowments  will 
probably  never  be  adequate.  The  University  of  Illinois  this  year  is  supporting 
financially  the  educational  and  research  program.  This  amount  of  money  will 
be  increased  as  merited  after  the  current  biennial  budget.  The  funds  of  Rush 
Medical  College  are  available  for  specific  research  and  educational  programs,  and 
a  certain  number  of  funds  are  in  the  possession  of  the  hospital  for  other  specific 
purposes. 

The  hospital  records  with  sorrow  the  deaths  of  four  staff  members  whose 
activities  greatly  enriched  the  service  of  the  hospital:  Carl  Wesley  Apfelbach, 
M.D.,  staff  pathologist  since  1924  and  medical  director  for  several  months;  Arthur 
Dean  Bevan,  M.D.,  surgeon,  educator,  president  of  the  American  Medical  Associ- 
ation (1917-18)  and  of  the  American  Surgical  Association  (1932),  and  leader  in 
the  development  of  Chicago  as  a  medical  center;  Isabella  C.  Herb,  M.D.,  pioneer 
in  the  field  of  anesthesia,  first  anesthetist  to  administer  ethylene  gas  at  an  opera- 
tion, and  instructor  at  Rush  Medical  College;  Milnor  H.  Freeland,  Ph.D.,  bio- 
logical chemist  of  the  hospital  for  thirteen  years,  in  which  his  scientific  point  of 
view  and  his  interest  in  investigation  gave  outstanding  quality  to  laboratory 
services. 

Inspired  by  their  associates  who  have  been  and  are  leaders  in  their  fields  of 
work,  the  men  and  women  of  Presbyterian  Hospital  go  forward  toward  broader 
"^d  brighter  horizons  in  the  realms  of  healing,  teaching,  and  research.

Among  the  medical  staff  members  of  Presbyterian  Hospital  are  several  who 
have  held  offices  in  local,  state,  and  regional  societies  and  three  who  have  received 
special  distinction:  Dr.  Herman  L.  Kretschmer,  president-elect  of  the  American 
Medical  Association  and  president  of  the  American  Board  of  Urology;  Dr.

The  Woman's  Board 

The  gift  of  more  than  $50,000  for  the  work  of  the  hospital  was  only  one  part 
of  the  contribution  of  the  Woman's  Board  in  1943.  The  many  extra  hours  of 
volunteer  work  offered  in  this  emergency,  together  with  the  usual  activities  of 
the  organization,  constitute  a  service  which  is  immeasurable. 

The  highlight  of  the  year's  fund-raising  program  was  the  establishment  of  a 
Maternity  Endowment  Fund,  in  observance  of  the  Goth  anniversary  of  the  hos- 
pital and  Woman's  Board.  Held  in  the  medium  of  war  bonds,  the  fund  reached 
its  first-year  goal  of  $25,000  in  May,  1944,  twelve  months  after  it  had  been  started. 
It  is  hoped  that  this  nucleus  will  be  supplemented  by  continued  generous  gifts. 
An  additional  gift  of  $11,250  will  be  used  for  equipment  for  the  maternity 
department. 

Other  fund-raising  committees  had  excellent  results.  The  eleventh  Cheer-Up 
bed  in  the  children's  department  was  named  as  a  result  of  the  donations  to  the 
Child's  Free  Bed  fund.  The  committees  for  Associate  Members,  Contributors' 
Fund,  and  Board  Members'  Fund  all  report  substantial  additions.  Tag  Day 
donations  and  Thanksgiving  offerings  showed  increases  over  1942. 

Two  of  the  outpatient  clinics  are  receiving  new  aid  from  the  Board,  which 
is  now  supplying  all  insulin,  syringes,  and  needles  for  needy  patients  in  the 
diabetic  clinic  and  the  services  of  a  stenographer  to  keep  complete  patient 
records  in  the  tumor  clinic. 

To  the  volunteers  go  the  heartfelt  thanks  of  all  those  associated  with  the 
hospital.  Board  members,  some  of  whom  wear  the  uniform  of  the  Red  Cross 
and  others  the  smock  of  the  Hospital  Volunteers,  continue  the  faithful  service 
which  many  began  in  pre-war  days. 

Many  other  members  have  aided  with  gifts  of  delicacies  for  ward  patients; 
sewing  for  the  housekeeping  department,  social  service  department,  and  pediatrics 
clinic;  books  for  the  library;  and  soap  wrappers  for  silverware.  Women  on  the 
committees  for  the  Children's  Department,  Library,  Printing  and  By-Laws,  Pub- 
licity, School  of  Nursing,  and  Social  Service  have  continued  their  customary 
activities. 

A  long-dreamed  of  Gift  Shop,  under  the  sponsorship  of  the  Woman's  Board, 
became  a  reality  in  December.  Gross  sales  have  indicated  optimistic  prospects 
for  the  Shop. 

Three  new  committees  were  added,  to  function  beginning  in  1944.  First  to 
be  appointed  was  the  Shop  committee,  under  the  chairmanship  of  Mrs.  Walter 
A.  Graff.    Mrs.  Burton  Hales  is  chairman  of  the  new  Volunteer  group  of  the 
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Board,  and  a  committee  for  the  Maternity  Department  is  in  the  process  of 
being  formed. 

The  250  members  of  the  Woman's  Board  at  the  beginning  of  the  1944  season 
represent  47  Presbyterian  churches,  the  Chicago  Presbyterial  Society,  the  Junior 
League,  and  a  General  Membership.  The  loss  of  two  members  by  death,  Mrs. 
Jacob  Mortenson  and  Mrs.  Sidney  Starbuck,  is  recorded  with  deep  appreciation 
of  their  years  of  service.
